This, and the 
cruel treatment accorded him 
there, made him a martyr and a 
symbol of the lost cause. 


City Fell 


Mr. Davis and his party had 
left Richmond on April 3. The 
city fell the next day. The federal 
troops marching in found it a 
city of flames, ruin and looting. 
On April 4 he issued his last 
proclamation, calling on the peo- 
ple to resist and saying Rich- 
mond would soon be recaptured. 
The news of Gen. Lee’s gur- 
render shocked him and caused 
him to turn southward from Vir- 
ginia. At Greensboro, N.C., on 
April 12, he held a cabinet meet- 
ing at which time he reluctantly 
gave Gen. Joe Johnston permis- 
sion to negotiate surrender. 
Twelve days later he approved 
Johnston’s terms and, finally, ad- 
mitted the Confederacy was lost. 
The party broke up. Davis fled 
South. 


On May 10, at Irwinville, he 
was captured. The alarm came 
at dawn. The fugitive president 
snatched up a cloak. It was his 
wife’s. He had not been well for 
a long span of years . . . dating 
back to as early as 1858. He 
suffered from neuralgia, nervous 
indigestion and headaches. He 
also had chronic eye infection. 
His wife stepped out into the 
cold, damp morning and put her 
shawl about him. The _ story 
started that he had been dis- 
guised in women’s clothes. It was 
not true. But the coat, the shawl, 
and the spurs he had on, were 
kept and sent to Washington. 


Ill Health 


Mr. Davis was not as bad as 
his vice president and the Con- 
federate generals thought him to 
be. If he was arrogant, abrupt, 
and ill-tempered, it was likely 
because of his illness. 


The real mystery of Jefferson 
Davis’ policy lies in the years 
from 1857 to the April break-up 
of the Democratic Party at 
Charleston, S.C., in 1860. In this 
period Davis and Stephen A. 
Douglas were the great oppo- 
nents. Davis hated him and it was 
he who wrecked Douglas’ career 
in Democratic Party politics. 


In 1860 Davis joined openly 
with the fire-eaters Yancey and 
Rhett in their maneuverings to 
bring about a Southern bolt from 
the Charleston convention which 
would prevent the nomination of 
Douglas. They succeeded. What 
they also were successful in do- 
ing was electing Abraham Lin- 
coln, who could not have defeated 
a united party. 

Davis’ career is marked by ma- 
jor policy decisions which were 
so erroneous and so hopelessly 
cast against great tides of events 
and history as to have about 
them a sense of willful folly— 
and not at all the mature de 
cision of an experienced man. 


Later he helped destroy Rhett 
and Yancey at the Montgomery 
convention where the Confederacy 
was formed and he elected presi- 
dent. What he really wanted in 
1857-60 none knows to this day. 


His last years, after release 
from prison, were his best. He 
lived them with great courage 
and dignity.

Kennedy (D-Mass) won 
the Wisconsin Democratic presidential primary Tuesday 
night with a majority of the statewide vote and six of

defeat and he was ready to claim

Vice President Nixon came in 
third in the statewide balloting. 
He had no opposition on the Re- 
publican side of the primary and 
never campaigned in the state. 


With 2,410 of 3,460 precincts re- 
ported, Kennedy had 251,767 votes; 
Humphrey, 228,263; Nixon, 214,318. 


At the moment of victory in a 
crucial election, Kennedy had a 
claim on 20 of the 30 votes in 
the Democratic National Conven- 
tion which were up for grabs. 
Humphrey was reaching for the 
other 10.

GENEVA — The West Tuesday 
rejected Premier Khrushchev's 
proposals for complete disarma- 
ment as the basis for any dis- 
armament compromise.

Point by point, Moch gave the 
Western rejection of the funda- 
mentals of the Soviet plan—the 
timetable, the disbandment of all 
national forces before the crea- 
tion of an international policing 
arm, the political commitment to 
the program of complete disarma- 
ment before agreement on inspec- 
tion. 

DOOR LEFT OPEN 

When he had finished ticking off 
the rejections, Moch told the 
Russians that the West was ready 
to hear Soviet suggestions based 
on the Western proposal for 
gradual disarmament.

HAVANA (UPI)—A Communist 
spokesman warned Cuban Cath- 
olics Tuesday they will be at- 
tacked if they persist in opposing 
the leftward political drift of the 
revolutionary government. 


Some 4,000 Communist youths 
from 15 countries and Cuba 
stamped and shouted ‘‘down with 
Yankee imperialism” as Cuban 
Red leader Juan Marinello 
charged that Catholics here “‘have 
been won over to a large extent 
by enemies of the revolution.” 


Marinello repeated a phrase he 
coined earlier this year that to be 
anti-Communist in Cuba “‘is to be 
against the revolution.”

“We will attack firmly if the 
Catholics persist in being counter- 
revolutionaries,” he said. 

Marinello said the Castro 
revolution of 1959 ‘“‘achieved the 
liberation of Cuba from Yankee 
imperialism.”” He was a featured 
speaker of the opening session of 
the fourth National Socialist Youth 
Conference sponsored by the Cu- 
ban Communist Party.

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‘Waste in Schools 
Dilutes Education 


In considering Georgia’s and the na- 
tion’s over-all problem of financing ade- 
quate schools, it has been pointed out 
time and again that we have too many 
small units that are expensive to operate 
and which cannot do an effective job of 
education. 


Recently the Committee for Economic 
Development in its report entitled “‘Pay- 
ing for Better Public Schools” declared 
there are 45,000 school districts in this 
country. Of these, it said, a majority is 
‘‘much too small to provide good schools 
at all or to provide any kind of schools 
effectively.” 

That this situation exists in Georgia 

again was brought out by Constitution re- 
porter, Charles Moore, in his study of 
state systems. While fully understanding 
why many communities do not want to 
give up their small elementary and high 
schools, failure to support consolidations 
is costly in funds and in educational op- 
portunities. 
_ . There is evidence that the old State 
School Building Authority program which 
attempted to promote better use of funds 
and facilities was frustrated in many in- 
stances. There are empty classrooms in 
some schools and others in which there 
are very few students. But there are 
other systems which are overcrowded and 
districts which never are quite able to 
stay ahead of enrollments. 

Examination of school records show 
that since 1952 average daily attendance 
in the state has increased by approxi- 
mately 183,342 pupils. Of this total more 
than 83 per cent is concentrated within 
37 systems. More than 42 per cent came 
within the Atlanta metropolitan areas 
eight systems. 

Yet these systems which have had to 
absorb the bulk of enrollment increases 
and which have had to bond themselves 
to the limit to provide facilities have had 
little or no state aid for building since 
1952. Meanwhile, continued full support 
of uneconomic units which actually have 
lost enrollment eats into the total of state 
funds available. | 

The result, of course, is to dilute the 
entire education program. Sooner or 
later we must face up to the fact that in 
order to meet the school challenge, to 
provide better opportunities for students 
and teachers, there must be more consoli- 
dations— even across county lines where 
necessary. 

As the state prepares to reactivate the 
School Building Authority, it certainly 
should be kept in mind that funds are 
most needed where the children are. We 
can never attain our goal of an adequate 
education program through indulging un- 
economical operations and until present 
inequities in financing are ended.

Phenix City Should Be 
On Guard Constantly 


Circuit Judge W. R. Belcher had some 
comforting words for the new Russell 
County grand jury when it began its 
deliberations at Phenix City. 

“It’s my information we have no or- 
ganized crime ‘since the last grand jury 
mét,” the judge said. 

The panel referred to convened in 
September and was warned of extensive 
lottery operations in Phenix City. 

Between then and the first of the 
year city and county officers cracked 
down on dozens of bug writers. Since 
then, however, only two such arrests 
have been reported. Is this an indication 
that last year’s drive against lottery vir- 
tually stamped out this racket there? 

It is hoped that Judge Belcher’s in- 
formation is correct. Organized crime in 
any form would be only too willing to 
resume where it left off in Phenix City 
before the cleanup of a few years ago.

Atty. Everett Deserves 


An Epitaph for Courage 


Willis Mead Everett Jr., attorney, is 
dead at 60 and since much of his life was 
spent defending a principle, he merits an 
editorial epitaph. 

He was one of those rare men not 
afraid to take the unpopular side. He 
was willing to sacrifice plaudits for con- 
formity and comforts of acceptance and 
endure criticism, abuse and enmity of 
the powerful in behalf of what he be- 
lieved was right. 

Mr. Everett was in military intelli- 
gence. He was assigned by the Army to 
defend German soldiers involved in the 
killing of 750 American troops and 150 
Belgian civilians during the battle of the 
Ardennes Bulge in the winter of 1944. 

As a lawyer he believed in a fair trial. 
As an intelligence officer he became 
convinced on the basis of his investiga- 
tions that some of the German soldiers 
were not guilty and that their confessions 
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had been coerced. He fought their case 
for five years, during which he was sub- 
jected to great pressures. 

But he did not weary and in the end 
had the satisfaction of having 12 of the 
death sentences commuted to life im- 
prisonment. He contended that others who 
were executed were not, in fact, guilty. 

In civilian life, Mr. Everett was active 
in his church and in education. He lived a 
useful and courageous life. We join with 
his friends in sincere sympathy and ap- 
preciation. 


West Properly Refuses 
To Sign Blank Check 


The Western powers flatly have re- 
jected Premier Khrushchev’s blank check 
proposals for total world disarmament 
within a four-year period. 

This follows an earlier Soviet rejec- 
tion of Western proposals for a balanced 
and controlled step-by-step approach to 
general disarmament. This included pro- 
visions for an effective inspection system 
to insure agreements were carried out and 
the setting up of a world police force 
under the United Nations to insure peace. 


The Soviets insist that no progress 
can be made at the conference unless the 
West first accepts Khrushchev’s plan. 
Acceptance of total disarmament then 
would be followed by negotiations on in- 
spections and controls. But on these sub- 
jects the Russians are vague and in the 
past have been unwilling to agree to ef- 
fective control measures. 


The Western powers, of course, could 
not afford to agree to world disarmament 
on Soviet terms, leaving the question of 
inspections and controls unsettled. They 
cannot sign a blank check, leaving it to 
the Russians to do endless talking on 
controls without action. 


The Soviets also have rejected a U.S. 
proposal for an easily controlled imme- 
diate ban on nuclear armed satellites un- 
less the United States agrees to get out 
of Europe, Asia and Africa. In effect this 
would leave Russia holding its East Eu- 
ropean empire as a military base while we 
would have abandoned our Allies. 


Thus the disarmament negotiations 
remain deadlocked as they have been for 
15 years. The Soviets have not ruled out 
negotiations which could lead to agree- 
ment in some areas as proposed by the 
West. In this there is still a slim hope 
that progress can be made.

Ham Douglas’ Service 


Was of Highest Order 


Hamilton Bougias has resigned from 
the Board of Aldermen. 


This is sad news. It illustrates one of 
the reasons why the processes of demo- 
cratic government often are ineffective or 
—even worse—corrupt. Men of ability, 
of principle, of resolution, grow weary 
after a time of carrying on what is, after 
all, a largely thankless task. 


Mr. Douglas had given to the position 
all the desirable qualities. He stood for 
urban renewal and he fought to his polit- 
ical disadvantage the more selfish and 
greedy forces which appear in all zoning 
contests. He kept always before him the 
long-range interests of the whole city. 


As he said in his brief and unex- 
pected announcement of resignation, he 
found that he literally was giving. two- 
thirds of his time to his aldermanic job. 
This interfered with making a living as a 
lawyer and caring for his family. A less 
conscientious public servant, of course, 
could have managed quite well. But Mr. 
Douglas, of course, had to make his 
choice. 

Fortunately for the American system 
of representative government, there are 
enough persons who desire to serve to 
keep things going. Now and then, as 
proved by corrupt city, county and state 
governments about the country, there 
are shortages of able persons of princi- 
ple. But usually they can be found and 
in this we are lucky. 

We read, for example, that G. Everett 
Millican is being considered as a replace- 
ment for Mr. DougtTas. If this develops, 
the city will be fortunate. Mr. Millican is 
able, experienced and courageous. He is 
one of those persons who likes serving in 
public office. If he does indeed replace 
Mr. Douglas, there will be no weakening 
of city government.

If our new automobile casualty insurance regulations cause driv- 
ers to try harder to avoid accidents they will pose an interesting 
question for students of human behavior. The question will be this: 
Are motorists more interested in saving money by holding down 
their insurance costs than in saving their lives and their cars and 


the lives and vehicles of others? 

The answer would seem to be 
*‘ves,”’ for before the regulations 
went into effect the traffic death 
and injury toll was so frightfully 
high that no sane person could 
take the wheel without realizing 
that he might wind up in the hos- 
pital or. the graveyard, kill or in- 
jure someone else or see his car 
or the other fellow’s demolished. 
The toll was rising despite appall- 
ing statistics, safety education, 
laws, ordinances, police vigilance 
and steady improvement in roads 
and motor vehicles. 


But psychologists are likely to 
answer ‘‘no”’ to this puzzling ques- 
tion. If drivers become less reck- 
less and boorish it will not be be- 
cause they fear higher insurance 
costs more than they fear death 
or injury. Rather, it will be due to 
their belief that the insurance 
regulations will be strictly and 
impartially enforced. 

Heretofore, slack enforcement 
of traffic laws has encouraged 
drivers to risk being caught and 
foolish optimism has _ blinded 
them to the danger of having a 
wreck. But the wide publicity that

SAO PAULO, Brazil—Well, it’s a long road 
that has no turning and it looks like this one has 
finally turned, though there will still be a few 


ern thinking in both our religious 
and secular centers of education. 
The heart, of course, is religious. 

He says in part: “It is well 
known here in the college that 
the world of religion is itself in 
great ferment. Old theologies are 
being questioned and some of 
them are heing revised.

skirts of tiny towns. 

Some of them were as old as 
the Portuguese conquest, some ‘of 
them as new and booming as a 
modern suburb back home proud- 
ly sprawling houses everywhere 
and thrusting a single skyscraper 


- to the sky. We flew for days over 


a country as wild and empty as 
any in the world all the way down 
to the corner where Argentina, 
Prazil and Paraguay join. 

There is a great cataract down 
there, the second biggest in the 
world they tell me, and bless me 
if the Brazilians haven't built a 
fine hotel looking over the gorge 
so that in the night in your bed 
you hear the roar of the great 
fall and feel the drift of its cool 
mist through your room as you 
sleep. 

Last night I had dinner with 
a Brazilian named Robert E. Fer- 
nando Lee, a descendant of the 
old Confederates who came down 
here after the Civil War because 
they were too proud to sign the 
oath of allegiance. He’s made a 
lot of money in Brazil and has 
bought himself an island all his 
own where he’s done some amaz- 
ing things. He harnesses the 
tides, the sunlight and the wind 
to do all the mechanical work on 
his island and he raises humming 
birds and strange fish from the 


Amazon rivers there in a sort of 


dusty little airfields on the out- 


natural history museum that is 
also a beautiful weekend retreat. 

We stopped off in Brasilia on 
the ramble around the back coun- 
try and—don't let anybody tell 
you differently—the building of 
that city is one of the great hu- 
man accomplishments of our 
time, as prodigious an achieve- 
ment, in its way, as the building 
of the..pyramids and done with 
nearly as great a cost in toil and 
treasure. 

The Lord and the weather will- 
ing we leave here tomorrow 
morning by the gay, light-hearted 
air line, Air France. It comes out 
of Argentina to Rio and then on 
up the coast to Recife and it 
would suit me just fine if it kept 
right on bearing north and west 
till it put me down in Miami. But 
we've got one more job to do on 
the West Coast of Africa. So we 
go into Dakar and then turn south 
again to Monrovia, in Liberia, on 
something called Ghana Airlines, 
which stops at every pig track 
along the African coast. And after 
that, home. And I hope the dog- 
wood will be in bloom and the 
wins will be fresh and cool with 
spring. For I've had enough of 
flying and of dust and jungle and 
heat and of wondering what peo- 
ple are saying to me, to do me for 
a while.

For Cancers 


Is Doubted 


A scientist expressed doubt 
Tuesday that any single cure for 
all cancers will ever be found. 


“Because there are so many 
types of cancers,’”’ said Dr. 
E. Cuyler Hammond of the Amer- 
ican Cancer Society's national 
headquarters in New York City, 
“I doubt there will ever be any 
single cure of cancer.”’ 


As many different types of can- 

cer exist as there are thousands 
of different types of cells in the 
human body, he pointed out. 


However, he said, ways will be 
found to prevent cancer. He said 
that within the next six years 
more than a million persons, 
about 23,000 of them Georgians, 
will be the subject for cancer re- 
search. 

NO DOUBT ON CIGARETS 

The researchers will identify 
the various conditions to which 
each of the participants is ex- 
posed. Thus, the survey will show 
which conditions seem to make 
people more susceptible to 
cancer. 


“As for cigaret smoking,’ said 
Dr. Hammond, a pipe smoker, 
“there is no doubt about it being 
related to cancer. That has al- 
ready been proved beyond any 
reasonable doubt. It is the major 
cause of lung cancer in the United 
States today, simply because 
more people inhale cigaret smoke 
than the people who are exposed 
to some of the other causes, such 


as uranium dust.” | 


Dr. Hammond said that any | 
person who inhales as much as | 
two packages of cigarets daily is | 
in danger of eventually develop- | 
ing cancer 


Dr. Hammond, who is director 
of the statistical research section 
in the medical affairs department 
of the American Cancer Society 
headquarters, spoke at a luncheon 
meeting of the Atlanta Kiwanis 


Club at the Dinkler Plaza Hotel.

$1.3 Billion for Aid

WASHINGTON—The House Foreign Affairs Committee approved 
$1,358,000,000 in new authorizations Tuesday to carry forward the 


mutual security program. 


The measure, trimmed $136,- 
500,000 below President LEisen- 
hower’s request, was reported to 


the floor by a vote of 18 to 5. 


The rest of the $4,175,000,000 in 
foreign ‘aid outlays proposed by 
the President for the year start- 
ing next July 1 was authorized 
on a two-year basis in the last 
session of Congress. This includes 
$2,000,000,000 for military assist- 
ance and $700,000,000 for the de- 
velopment loan fund.

The authorization legislation has 
the effect of putting a ceiling on 
appropriations for the items 
covered. 


The Foreign Affairs Committee 
approved $675,000,000 for defense 
support, a reduction of $49,000,000 
in the President's request; $256,- 
000,000 for special economic as- 
sistance, a reduction of $12,500.- 
000, and $100,000 for unspecified 
contingencies, a reduction of $75.,- 
000,000. 


The committee allowed the 
amounts requested for other 
items in the bill.

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FHA Loans 
May Take 
Less Cash 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Federal 
Housing Administrator Norman 
P. Mason said Tuesday the re- 
laxation of down payment re- 
quirements on medium and high- 
er priced homes bought with FHA 
mortgages is under consideration. 


Mason also disclosed that his 
staff is working on plans for a 
possible new government depart- 
ment to include all housing agen- 
cies plus some dealing with trans- 
portation and urban problems. 


Lower down payments on some 
FHA mortgages were authorized 
last year by Congress. However, 
the executive branch must decide 
whether to put them into effect. 
Mason told a news conference 
that Commissioner Julian Zim- 
merman of the Federal Housing 
Administration now is considering 
the question. 


The current down payment 
schedule is 3 per cent on the first 
$13,500 of a home’s appraised val- 
ue, 15 per cent of the next $2,500 
and 30 per cent thereafter. The 
schedule authorized by Congress 
last year is 3 per cent on the 
first $13,500, 10 per cent of the 
next $4,500 and 30 per cent there- 
after. 


Any easing of the down pay- 
ment requirements would be ex- 
pected to stimulate home build- 
ing, which has been pinched some- 
what in recent months by tight 
credit conditions. 


Mason said _ housing _ starts 
dropped considerably in March 
because of bad weather. He said 
he expects a pickup soon because 
of the recent easing of credit. The 
March housing figures have not 
yet been announced.

The American Association of Editorial Cartoonists is meeting 
_in Atlanta this week and as a sort of good-will gesture toward the 
, whole ink-stained fraternity, the Georgia Magazine features in its 
* April-May issue a profile of one of the very best cartodnists—my 
, neighbor, Cliff Baldowski. 


: This piece in Ann E. Lewis’ little magazine (published in De- 
» catur, P. O. Box 347, for the benefit of some of you whe have 
‘ asked) came as a delightful surprise to me on two scores: One, 
. it contains a great deal of information hitherto unknown to me 
, about the gentleman on the other side of yon door. Two, it re- 
‘veals another talent of our long-time neighbor and colleague, 
; Charlie Bailey, down in Reference.

Charlie, as most of us knew, has turned out a considerable 
. body of light verse when he wasn’t busy exhuming clippings of 
‘long-dead stories and pictures for on-deadline reporters. But this 
profile, called “Baldy of The Constitution,” reveals Charlie, its 
‘author, as a prose artist of considerable power and perception. 


Writes Charlie: 


“Cliff Baldowski is one of the country’s outstanding editorial 
‘cartoonists, and he’s a paradox. 


“He looks more like an athlete ‘which he is) than a news- 
‘paperman. He signs his cartoons ‘Baldy’ and when he draws 
himself in a cartoon he depicts himself as a cue-ball bald, gnome- 
‘like figure at a drawing board; but, as colleague Harold Martin 
says, Baldy has more hair than a sheep dog. And with the unre- 
‘lenting pressure of having to produce seven political cartoons a 
week, he views the world about him with outward Bis esepaee te! and 
‘is as easy-going as a firehouse checker player.” 


The piece goes on to trace Baldy’s career, cite the many 
‘honors he has received, and set down some of the color and flavor 
of his personality. Some of the things I knew. The honors I heard 
about from other people. The working conditions—corner room, 
“‘rat’s nest of newspapers, books, old drawings, inkpots, mail, 
memos and mementoes” .. . “tattered, scrofulous, upholstered 
swivel chair’—are obvious. (Baldy’s stacks of old newspapers 
are everybody’s ‘“‘file’’ when something from the past is wanted. 
‘And he’s still trusting about letting me walk off with his scissors, 


although my neighbor on the other side, Leo Aikman, has long . 


since chained his to his desk.) 


But there’s a lot there that I didn’t know, although I’ve worked 
next door to Baldy for almost nine years. How a cartoon is cre- 
ated, for instance. I’ve seen my neighbor’s struggles. Sometimes 
I’ve caught the drift of his thinking when he poked his head around 
the door and asked the name of a song or how to spell a word. 
I've known sometimes when the going was rough. Those are the 
days when Baldy skips lunch and goes down the hall at a dead 
gallop with the finished cartoon in his hand. 


But it took Charlie Bailey to explain the process of idea- 
weeny and setting down for me. It took Charlie to spell out 
aldy’s feeling about his work. 


_  “T prefer simplicity. The art work should not: detract from 
the content, and so I try to keep my cartoons as free from flourishes 
as possible . . . The best cartoons come from newspapers with hard- 
. A cartoonist has got to hate toes and

course, I should have known something about Baldy’s career 
in the Air Force because I do know that sometimes he puts on a 
blue uniform and stays downtown for a meeting. (This is usually 
preceded by his closing the connecting door with a polite, ‘‘Excuse 
me, I'm going to change my pants now.”’) But I didn’t know he 
was there when Ernie Pyle was killed. I didn’t know it was his 
superior officer who gave him the nickname. 


Charlie has done well by our Baldy and I hope these other 
celebrated editorial cartoonists who are coming to town are equally 
valued and cherished in their home towns.

SEAMS TO ME 


When Done Properly 
Sewing Can Be Fun 


By PATRICIA SCOTT 


Sewing, when it is done properly, can be so easy 
and great fun, too. Some of you are thrown for a loop 
if your paper pattern doesn’t fit and others can’t get 
good square corners no matter what. However, most 
of your problems can be solved easily and make sew- 
ing a joy rather than a chore. 


I ALWAYS HAVE TROUBLE 
making a proper square corner. 
When I make a square neck the 
corners always look rounded. 
What am I doing wrong? 


EVERYTHING, OBVIOUSLY. 
After you have sewn the facing 
to the dress, trim your seam 
to one-fourth of an inch. Then 
clip the seam at each corner 
almost to the stitching. You 
should have no trouble getting 
sharp, square corners in this 
way. (See illustration.) 


MUST ALL CURVED EDGES 
be clipped every inch or so?

Are Elderly Children 


NEW YORK (WNS) — Some people think of 
oldsters as elderly children. They are not. They are 


elderly adults. 


The definition makes all the difference. 


Because they are not. chil- 
dren, because they have been 
adults a long time, they resent 
being treated as anything else. 


“Now that my mother is get- 
ting old, I feel as if I had an- 
other child to look after,” a 
harried matron said. “I prac- 
tically have to live her life for 
her.”” 


“But why?” a friend ques- 


tioned. “‘Have her faculties 
failed?” 
“Not at all, but you know 


how old people are. They don’t 
know what's best for them.” 


The friend shook her head. 
“And you think you always 
do?”’ 

The daughter was neither 
heartless, nor did she think she 
was meddling. But the fact that 
her intentions were good didn’t 
lessen the annoyance to an old- 
er woman still perfectly able 
to make her own decisions. 


A grown child has the same 
urge to advise a parent as the 
parent has to advise her. But 
no adult of whatever age should 
be bound to live by someone 
else’s ideas. Or by someone 
else’s constant prodding. 


“My phone rings every morn- 
ing,”” a retiree told a friend. 
“It’s always my daughter call- 
ing. To tell me not to go out 
because the weather is bad, or 
a storm is predicted. Or to tell 
me to go out, because the day 
is good. 


“You would think I didn’t get 
weather reports, and didn’t have 
sense enough to come in out of 
the rain.” 


Residents of homes for the 
aged frequently complain that 
some of those in charge insist 
on treating them as moronic 
children. 


“Every one of us here has 
been planning qur lives, and 
making our own decisions for 
more years than we want to 
admit,”’ one plucky oldster said. 
“‘Most of us have raised fami- 
lies. We not only have out- 
grown our own childhood, but 
theirs. If we're difficult at 
times, if we complain, it’s be- 
cause we are adults used to 
our independence, and not chil- 
dren to be ordered about.’ 

No older person likes to feel 


that a weak back necessarily 
indicates. a weak mind: Ar- 
thritic hands are often the tools 
of an intellect grown steadily 
stronger and clearer over the 
years. 


A widower, whose physical 
health had declined, expressed 
appreciation to his children be- 
cause they treated him as ca- 
pable of handling his own af- 
fairs. “‘They’re not being over- 
protective of ‘dear old Dad!” 


The fine line between caring 
for, and caring about, an ag- 
ing parent may sometimes be 
hard to establish.

Dear Dr. Molner: I believe 
this is common.among working 
people. I°would like to ask you 
about fatigue tension. 


I have a tightness or drawing 
in the top of my stomach, that 
seems to reach out toward my 
heart at the end of the day. 
Sometimes it is more severe 
than at others.

I am not sure this is more com- 
mon among working people than 
among people who have too little 
to do—and hence spend too much 
time worrying about themselves. 

ut let us just talk about hard 
workers. Such a condition has 
different terms meaning much 
the same thing: ‘‘fatigue ten- 
sion” or “anxiety"’ or ‘nervous 
exhaustion” and so on. 


A working woman, trying to 
hold a job and also keep house 
and help support a family, is up 
against no small task. 


Tnis requires extra effort—get- 
ting the washing done or clean- 
ing the house or doing many 
other chores—when your entire 
system, including your nerves, 
wants to relax. It means using a 
weekend to toil rather than to 
rest or have some recreation. 


Some people are good organ- 
izers and get away with such a 
schedule very efficiently. Usual- 
ly, however, 
drudgery makes us inefficient. 
The work gets ahead of us. Re- 
sult: tension. 


Tension can manifest itself va- 
riously. Gas, headaches, tight- 
ness of muscles, stomach 
cramps—oh, a lot of ways. 


It can be intensified by poor 
nutrition or irregular eating—so 
be careful to eat a balanced diet. 
Do not skip breakfast or lunch, 
either. That decreases .efficiency 
and fatigue and tension together 
come faster. 


Worry — worry over one’s 
health, or worry over the job 
saps our strength. Meet a prob- 
lem head-on and settle it if you 
can. A checkup by your doctor 
often pays valuable dividends 
just by assuring you that nothing 
is physically wrong, and you can 
stop burning up nervous energy 
in wondering whether perhaps 
something is amiss.
